DETAILS OF REFUSAL OF OMITTED INVENTOR TO 
SIGN APPLICATION PAPERS 

I am an associate with the firm of Senniger, Powers, 
Leavitt & Roedel and represent the Assignee, BELA, Inc. On 
behalf of BELA, Inc., our firm prepared and filed the above- 
identified application, including the specification, claims, 
drawings and declaration.
